M c K i n l e y , the great-grandfather 


ot P resident M c K i n l e y , taught almost 


th e first 
school that was oraganized 


in the then frontier village. Less than 


a mile tip th e creek, northw est 
of 


town, stands all that rem ains of what 


was p e'h ap s the 
first iron furnace 


ever erected west of the 
Allegheny 


m ountains. 


This was known as the McKinley 
furnace, and came into existence in 
1807. but iron had been m anufactured 
here as early as 1804. by H ughs 
& 
McKinley,- the 
furnace 
first being 
called the “Rebecca” and afterward# 
the McKinley. The principal product 
about that 
time, aside 
from 
plow­ 
shares, kettles, etc., was a huge ten- 
plate cook stove, as large alm ost as a 
modern range, and it was quite popu­ 
lar throughout this section 
of 
the 
country. 
Some hearing 
the 
nam e 
“Rebecca, 
of New Lisbon,” are still 
in existence, but are not doing set 
vice. 
A few years after this furnace was 
put in operation. Mr. Hughs, encour­ 
aged by the scarcity and consequent 
high price of nails, rods and 
other 
wrought iron 
products in the 
settle­ 
m ent, conceived the idea of establish­ 
ing a rolling mill and nail factory in 
connection with 
the 
furnace. 
This 
project was carried into effect, 
the 
motive power for both factories being 
w ater and the location of the m assive 
overshot wheel m ay still be seen in 
the bed of the creek. The la tter ven­ 
ture proved too heavy a burden for 
H ughs’ resources and in a few years 
it was a b a n d o n e d . 
The furnace, how­ 
ever, was m ore profitable. 
It 
was 
o p e r a t e d alone 
for some tim e by Mr. 
Hughs, but bc> becam e financially em ­ 
barrassed and the plant was purchased 
by Jam es McKinley, g randfather 
of 
Major McKinley, 
who conducted 
it 
for a short 
tim e and was succeeded 
by his son William, father of the pres­ 
ident. 
Both these McKinleys w ere experi­ 
enced .practical iron w orkers, and for 
a tim e were successful in their venture 
but improved methods, 
with 
which 
they could not compete, rendered it 
unprofitable, and about 65 years ago 
it was abandoned, and the McKinleys 
removed to Niles (then known as Mos­ 
quito C reek), whore they engaged in 
iron work. 
Afterward, it is said, William 
Mc­ 
Kinley. father of the president, 
en­ 
gaged for a short tim e in th e m ercan­ 
tile business a t the 
ham let of 
East 
Fairfield, located about seven 
miles 
northeast of this city.

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NE matter that interested me 
in Great Britain was the cir­ 
culating libraries kept by wo­ 
men. 
In the towns and vil­ 
lages of the United Kingdom are small 
private libraries. 
Reliable individuals 
may borrow from them one book and 
keep it a week for about 4 cents. One 
may subscribe for a year to the library 
for $2 and take out a book as often as 
he likes. 
By paying $5 a year he may 
during that period borrow six books at 
a time if he likes. 
The libraries con­ 
tain 200 or more books, mostly non Is. 
The English people are insatiate novel 
readers, probably because there are so 
many women among them. 
In addi­ 
tion to her circulating library, the mis­ 
tress of the place bas on sale newspa­ 
pers. magazines, stationery, etc. Now. 
I wonder why bright, intelligent wom­ 
en and girls could not got their living 
from such libraries in this country too? 
It is true we have in America many 
more free libraries than the English 
have, but they do not contain so much 
fiction, being devoted largely to b oo k s 
that improve the mind strictly. 
Fic­ 
tion men. and especially women, will 
read till judgment day. A well selected 
collection of l ooks, say, first always 
fiction, then travels, poetry, biography 
and history, aced not cost a great 
amount of capital and would certainly 
pay if lent out at IO cents per vol­ 
ume, or perhaps even 5 cents might 
pay, to be kept not longer than a week, 
or. if so kept, to be paid for at the rate 
of 2 cents additional per day. That is 
how dilinquent borrowers are managed 
in England. 
Keeping such a library 
would be very pleasant occupation, re­ 
munerative. too, in conjunction with 
the stationery trade.

MACHINE TO HANDLE FRUIT 


R l r r t r l c D r v l r e E x p e c t e d t o S n v e It » 
C oa t, $ 3 5 ,0 0 0 , t h e F t re t l e a r . 
In the Immediate future there will be 
installed at the Illinois Central's fruit 
wharf In New Orleans by the United 
Fruit company an apparatus operated 
by electricity that will almost automat­ 
ically unload the fruit vessels that 
bring their cargoes to New Orleans. 
The machine is the invention of a Phil­ 
adelphian, S. J. Sidney, and it will cost 
in the neighborhood of $33,000 to erect. 
It will save tills much nearly In the 
handling of bananas alone in a year 
ami will revolutionize that part of the 
fruit business. 
Incidentally it will dispense with the 
greater part of tin* Italian labor em­ 
ployed on the wharf. Now it costs the 
fruit importers 2V» cents a bunch for 
the handling of bananas. The machin­ 
ery will cut this to 1V4 cents a bunch.

( o a t . *3 5. 0 0 0, t h e F i r s t l e a r . 
In the Immediate future there will be 
Installed at the Illinois Central’s fruit 
wharf in New Orleans by the United 
Fruit company an apparatus operated 
Ity electricity that will almost automat­ 
ically 
unload the fruit vessels that 
bring their cargoes to New Orleans. 
The machine is the invention of a Phil­ 
adelphian. S. J. Sidney, and It will cost 
In the neighborhood of $33,000 to erect. 
It will save this much nearly In the 
handling of bananas alone In a year 
aud w ill revolutionize that part of the 
fruit business. 
Incidentally it will dispense with the 
greater part of tho Italian labor em ­ 
ployed on the wharf. Now it costs the 
fruit Importers 2L- cents a bunch for 
the handling of bananas. The machin­ 
ery will cut this to I Vi cents a bunch. 
Last year 8.0<M),(X)0 bundles were han­ 
dled at this wharf, ami the prospects 
are that the imports next year will be 
much larger. 
For the privilege of al­ 
lowing the United Unfit company to 
place in position this wonderful money 
saver the board of commissioners of 
the port of New Orleans will receive 
$000 the first year of its operation and 
$1,000 each succeeding year.

The general with the same brilliant 
and discriminating perspicacity finds 
further deep encouragement for the 
progress of civilization in the fact that 
the Tagalo women are also beginning 
with the Intuitive imitative faculty of 
their own Philippine monkeys to wear 
milliners’ hats and bonnets.

high heeled shoes with one of those 
nightmares of millinery upon her head! 
Oh. Sight for gods aud men!

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Lisbon. July 4 — The early history 
of the McKinley family is largely in­ 
terwoven with the history of this city. 
A small brit k building showing plain­ 
ly the attrition of the elements dur­ 
ing the 
past 60 years, is standing on 
Water street, near Market, where Da­ 
vid McKinley, the great-grandfather 
of President M c K i n l e y , taught almost 
the first 
school that was oraganized 
in the then frontier village. Less than 
a mile tip the creek, northwest 
of 
town, stands all that remains of what 
was pe'haps the 
first iron furnace 
ever erected west of the Allegheny 
mountains. 
This was known as the McKinley 
furnace, and came into existence in 
1807, but iron had been manufactured 
h* re as early as 1804, by Hughs 
& 
McKinley, 
the 
furnace 
first being 
called the “Rebecca” and afterwar*I 
the McKinley. The principal product 
about that 
time, aside 
from 
plow­ 
shares, kettles, etc., was a huge ten- 
plate cook stove, as large almost as a 
modern range, and it was quite popu­ 
lar throughout this section 
of 
the 
country. 
Some bearing 
the 
name 
“Rebecca, 
of N< w Lisbon,” are still 
in existence, but are not doing sci 
vice, 
A few years after this furnace was 
put in operation, Mr. Hughs, encour­ 
aged by the scarcity and consequent 
high price of nails, rods and other 
wrought iron 
products in the settle­ 
ment, conceived the idea of establish­ 
ing a rolling mill and nail factory in 
connection with the 
furnace. 
This 
project was carried into effect, 
the ; 
motive power for both factories being 
water and the location of the massive 
overshot wheel may still be seen in 
the bed of the creek. The latter yen 
turc proved too heavy ;i burden for 
Hughs’ resources and in a few years I 
it was abandoned. 
The furnace, how- j 
ever, was more profitable. 
It 
was 
operated alohe 
for some time by Mr. 
Hughfe. but h* became financially em­ 
barrassed and the plant was purchased 
by James McKinley, grandfather 
of 
Major McKinley, 
who conducted 
it 
for a short 
time and was succeeded | 
by his son William, father of the pres­ 
ident. 
Both these McKinleys were expert j 
enced .practical iron workers, and for 
a time were successful in their venture 
but improved methods, 
with 
which 
they could not compete, rendered it 
unprofitable, and about 65 years ago 
it was abandoned, and the McKinleys 
removed to Niles (then known as Mos­ 
quito Creek), where they engaged in 
iron work. 
Afterward, it is said, William 
Mc­ 
Kinley. father of the president, 
en-1 
gaged for a short time in the mercan 
tile business at the 
hamlet of 
East 
Fairfield, located about seven 
miles 
northeast of this city.

“scabs” and are accused of robbing 
the strikers of their mean's to procure 
a living.

Burton served the injunction on her j 
said: 
"I will call them what I please 
while they are taking the bread my 
children are crying for.” 
This repre­ 
sents the .feelings of many and trou­ 
ble is looked for when the attempt is 
made to enforce the injunction.

be likes. 
B y pay dig $5 a year be may 
during that period borrow six books at 
a time if he likes. 
The libraries con­ 
tain 200 or more books, mostly novt Is. 
The English people are insatiate novel 
readers, probably because there are so 
many women among them. 
In addi­ 
tion to ber circulating library, the mis­ 
tress of the place bas on sale newspa­ 
pers, magazines, stationery, etc. 
Now. 
I wonder why bright, intelligent worn 
en and girls could not get their living 
from such libraries in t ii is country too? 
it is true we have in America many 
more free libraries than tile English 
have, but they do not contain so much 
fiction, being devoted largely to books 
that improve ihe mind strictly. 
Fic­ 
tion men. and especially women, will 
read till judgment day. A well selected 
collection of books, say. first always 
fiction, then travels, poetry, biography 
and history, need not cost a great 
amount of capital anti would certainly 
pay if lent out at IO cents per vol­ 
ume, or perhaps even 5 cents might 
pay, to be kept not longer than a week, 
or. if so kept. to be paid for at the rate 
of 2 cents additional per day. That is 
how dilinquent borrowers are managed 
in England.
